(Sialia currucoides)

Mountain bluebirds live in open coniferous and deciduous forests, subalpine meadows and open country across Utah. This bird with its brilliant
blue feathers was once numberous in Utah. Their numbers are declining because of increased competition by introduced species for limited nest
sites and loss of habitat.
